THE FRANKLIN INSTITUTE.

The meseting of this association last even.
ing was called to order with the president,
Coleman Sellers, in the chair, After the
nsual business of minutes, ete,, at the reqnest
of the president, Mr. Rlobert Briggs, who had
just returned from a visif to Europe, gave a
description of several matters he had there
observed interesting to engineers. He spoke
of the improvements in wood-working
machinery, in iron furnaees, with special
reference to stoves and henters for the hot
blast of gas works, and .of the architectural
improvemments in Paris, which seemed to
solve some of the most pressing sovcial pro-
blems of the day. His remarks were of great
interest, and were highly applauded.

The resident Seoretary then read his report,
which tonched upon many interesting topies,
and included a description of the reversible
filter of J. A, Joseph, and the signal apparatus
of W. W. Cooley and W H. Deitrich.

A letter wass then read from Prefeasor
Morton, tendering his resignation, as fol-
lows: —

To the Presldent and Members of the Franklin
Institute—uientlemen: Having sceepted a position
in & distant city, which pecessitates iy removal
from this vicipity, it is with dee‘n regret that I now

Mr. Hector Orr seconded the motion with
sentiments of regret, and with the best wishes
for the retiring secretary.

The president stated that Professor Morton
had consented to continue his charge of the
journal of the institute, which had met with
such success under his management.

ANCIENT LAKES
AMERICA.
Professor J. 8. Newberry, of Cleveland, re-
cently read a paper in that city. We extract
